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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. In view of the new arguments presented in the Appeal Brief filed September 3, 
2009, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
reference, US Patent No. 6,172,135 to Fraser et al ("US'135"), does not recognize the 
critical content of styrene unit in the first shell polymer. US'135 teaches a core-shell 
particles comprising a first shell polymer containing from zero to 25wt% of a styrene 
monomer unit (claim 1), preferably 14-25 wt% (claim 6). As shown in Tables 1 and 2 of 
the instant specification, in Example VB1 where the styrene monomer in the first shell 
(i.e. Emulsion 2) of the core-shell particle is about 22% (3453 g of styrene divided to 
(15655 + 172g) of total acrylate monomers), which is within the general and preferred 
range taught in US'135 but outside the claimed range of styrene monomer, the impact 
strength at below 0°C of the resulting core-shell particle is significantly lower than that 
of the core-shell particle according to the claimed invention. See Table 2 of the instant 
specification. Similarly, in Example VB2 where the styrene monomer is not present in 
the first shell of the core-shell particle, the impact strength at below 0°C of the resulting 
core-shell particle is significantly lower than that of the core-shell particle according to 
the claimed invention. See Table 2 of the instant specification.
